B.Com,, F.C.I.I., as Administrator to manage 
the affairs of the East and West Insurance Company Ltd., with its registered office 
at Bombay, in the notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of

Insurance Company Ltd., as Administrator to manage the affairs of the said 
Insurer, under the direction and control of the Controller of Insurance and directs 
(that the said Administrator shall receive such remuneration payable out of the 
funds of the East and West Insurance Company Ltd,, as may be fixed by the 
Government.
